Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, alone, or in combination, fails to teach or render obvious, "supplying to the diode 
laser device, as the control signal and at a predefined time before the predetermined 
turn-on time, a pre- bias signal, which has a magnitude that varies, is less than the 
threshold value and extends for a time period to immediately before the write bias 
signal" in combination with the other limitations set forth in claim 1 . 
Claims 7 and 1 3 have similar allowable limitations as claim 1 . 
Claims 2-6, 8-12 and 14-20 are dependent upon allowed base claims.
